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System prompts Reporting Party to enter info about the 
incident - this is accomplished by means of deliberate & 
specific questions 



Logic is based on iterative sets of questions that are 
driven by the User's answer to the previous question set. 



Each iterative cycle of questions and answers provides an intuitive 
approach, and guide to the User, for the generation of an incident 

report. 



Each iterative cycle of question sets and answers provides an 
automated method for systematically determining the nature of the 

incident and identifying the type of information that needs to be 
collected about a specific type of incident (e.g. stalking, theft, child 

pornography, etc.) 



The answers that the User provides will profile 
the victim, the subject of the complaint 
(suspect), and the nature of the incident. 
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System presents first set of 
questions and answers to User 



User selects most appropriate 
answer to question 



Based on User's answer to 
question, System selects next 
set of questions and answers 
to presents them to the User 



The iterative cycle of questions 
and answers continues until 
the process concludes in the 
selection of the nature of the 
incident and the identification 
of the Type of Incident being 
reported 



Based on the Type of Incident 
being reported, the system 
prompts the User to enter 

detailed info about the incident 




System creates logically associated 
entities for all information collected;
